leaving Jacksonville on Wednesday 
morning last I met David Espy on 
the walk and had a good talk with 
him, tlough he did not say quite as 
much !.s his brother Joe would in 
the sai le time. 
He is looking well 


and hearty. I met a gardener in 
Jacksonville who came there eleven 
years ngo with not money enough to 
pay freight on his goods. He pur- 
chased 12 or ID acres of land two 
miles north of the city, paying 130 
per acie, improved, and now he has 
one of the best gardens near the 
city, and has marketed this season 
over il.OOO quarts of strawberries, 
and is now picking near 150 quarts 
per day. 
I lei t Jacksonville on the steamer 


Magnolia, and it being the mail boat 
I got to see all the landings, most 
noted of which is Mandarin, the 
home of Mrs. II B. Stowe, whose 
residence is pointed out to passen- 
gers, f haded by two large live- oaks; 
next ii) Orange Park, held by Boston 
people^ mostly; then Magnolia, with 
its magnificent hotel and green, cool 
springs. The rest of the landings 
are not so very inviting from the 
wharf 
The St Johns is lined the 


whole way with sturdy live oaks, ex- 
cept where it is dotted with orange 
groveH now in full verdure, and load- 
ed with fruit about the size of 
peaches. Of all the places on the 
river is Tocoi, where passengers 
leave the river for St. Augustine. 


I found Palatka a very nice, well 


laid out town, buildings neat and 
well painted. The hotels are now 
mostly closed, and several of them 
are preparing to enlarge, as the city 
was crowded with visitors last win- 
ter. 
While walking out to see the 


town I found an oleander tree as a 
street.shade, which would measure 
fully 6 inches in diameter and 30 
feet (o the top of the branches; there 
are many cabbage palmettos, some 
10 to 12 feet high, exclusive of 
leaves, which are a foot in diameter. 
Thej are a nice ornament to a yard, 
and nany a wealthy citizen North 
would pay large sums for them. 
In 


this town are many nice flower gar- 
dens, more than in Jacksonville. The 
one of Col. Harts is splendid, being 
now full of rare flowers. I have 
seen here corn in full tassel and silk 
that would rank well in Illinois. 


This place was the headquarters 


of Gen. Scott during the Seminole 
War, and the building used as a 
magazine, a log house, is now cov- 
ered with siding and used as a 
chin ch. 
I can hardly describe Florida to a 


person living on the Illinois prairies. 
The sand looks as though it was 
worth nothing, yet it would aston- 
ish any one to see the vegetables it 
will raise. 1'ine trees are without 
limbs, with scarcely any underbrush; 
and perhaps after passing over a 
few acres you will find a 10 or 20 
aero tract fenced, and a nice orange 
grove and garden. Aa to climate it 
is perfectly delightful; while it is 
wai m in the sun, yet not more so 
than in Illinois in May or June, yet 
the nights are so delightful for 
sleop. 1 met a young lady on the 
bout, who resided in Lafayette, Ind., 
before coming here, who said if she 
could stay here only one part of the 
yei.r she would prefer the summer. 


I met Dr. Cowgill, of Returning 


Board fame, while on the boat, and 
found him a very polished gentle- 
ran n. Several Illinois gentlemen are 
residents here, and it is much of a 
northern towu.

All About Two Cents. 


A decision was rendorod yesleulay 


in the United States supremo court 
at Washington in the so-called gran- 
ger case of JNeal Buggies, plaintiff 
iu error against the people of the 
state of Illinois. This case aiises 
out of the facts bolow set forth: On 
March 18, 1873, Morgan A. Lewii, a 
passenger on a traiu of the Chicago, 
Burlington «.\: Qniney road, tendered 
Neal Kuggles, a conductor for that 
company, IS cent's as fare for his 
transportation from Bnda to Nepon- 
set, a distanre of 0 miles. 
This was 


at the maximum rate of 3 cents a 
mile, as prescribed by the statute of 
Illinois then in force. 
The conduct- 


or demanded 20 cents, which was 
the fare fixed by tho company. Lewis 
refused to pay more than IS cents, 
and the conductor thereupon at 
tempted to eject him from tho car. 
For this act the conductor was 
prosecuted before a justice of the 
peace ttpon a charge of assault and 
battery and fined $10 and costs. 
The case was carried up through the 
Illinois state courts by successive ap- 
peals, the railroad company sustain- 
ing the conductor and raising the 
question ef the right of the state to 
interfere with its business by fixing 
rates of fare and transportation. A 
decision was finally rendered in fa- 
vor of the state by its highest court. 
The railroad company took the case 
to the United States Supreme Court, 
and yesterday that court affirmed 
the decision of the Illinois Supreme 
Court.

Jack Farrell, of this city, has jusk re- 


turned from 8 trip to Dakota. Bessys 
that the country there is the most delight- 
ful to the eye that could be conceived. It 
is level and beautiful. At first sight it 
seems to be a paradise, but further ac- 
quaintance reveals a different state of 
things. The soil is light, there is neither 
wood nor coal, and the water is alkalied 
and bad; Then added to this u the in- 
tensely cold weather. Last Wednesday 
be stopped eta hotel )n one oi the small 
towns, He asked tor plenty of covering, 
and they gave him four blankets. He 
shivered under them and then got up and 
put his clothes on and nearly froze. The 
land near the railroad ia pretty well taken 
up. Every quarter section has its small 
cabin, and gome of them are hardly large 
enough to turn around in. Many of them 
have lost a roof or had a side blown in 
and the prospector has stuffed his spare 
clothes in the cracks. The immigration 
is out of all proportion to the capacity of 
the country for taking care of the people. 
What they are to do in the wmter is an 
unsolved problem, for there is nothing for 
-them to do. A small load of willow wood 
be saw sold for six dollars and a half, BO 
there is absolutely nothing for them to 
burn. Altogether Farreli thinks that the 
country baa bad all the puffing that IB 
good for it, and more than it will stand. 
Why any man who can make H, living in 
God's country should rush off to Dakota 
and freeze, is a conundrum that Jack is 
ready to give up. The truth is, that 
Dakota ie a huge land scheme, and the 
immigrants that rush in there are only 
the moths that fly at the light and get 
their wings scorched in the blaze, while 
the stock dealers in the east get the bene- 
fit of it. This is about the size of the 
Dakota boom.
